Washington, April 26.—A statement

We wish to again call the attention 
of citizens -to the necessity of thor- 
oughly cleaning up about-their prem- 
ises for the protection of themselves 
and their families as well 'as "their 
neighbors and the city in general. 
This is especially true- as regards 
manure piles, garbage or any decay- 
ing animal or'vegetable matter. 
It is in'such filth as this; that flies 
breed and as disease- carriers they 
may scatter disease from 
a- single 
focus to all parts of the city,- 
Most people are • careful regarding 
this but some are thoughtless or neg- 
ligent and may'thus be the cause of 
widespread disease, sufferin* and sor- 
row.

Let all look after their own prem- 
ises and' sickness may be greatly di- 
minished. ' The "swatting'' of one-fly 
now and the early precautions, to pre- 
vent their breeding- 
in the-spring, 
means millions less of disease-carriers 
in the summer and fall, so please do 
all you can in this work of prevention. 
Many cases of contagious disease 
have occurred during this winter, for- 
tunately without any deaths, and'the 
number of these, cases is rapidly de- 
creasing, but houses where such cases 
have occurred should be . thoroughly 
aired and cleansed, even though they 
may have been fumigated, .as this 
alone does not always prevent a recur- 
rence of disease; thorough cleaning 
and airing out aids greatly. Cleanli- 
ness, fresh air and sunlight are de- 
stroyers of disease germs, and prevent 
sickness.

Mayonnaise-Dressing—The volks of 
two raw eggs; one pint of olive oil- 
two taiilespoonfuls of vinegar- two ia- 
blospoonfuls of lemon juice; one-half 
a. teaspoonful of salt; a few grains ol 
cayenne or paprika. 
1C desired, onn 
teaipoonful each of mustard and now- i 
dered sugar. 
Beat the yolks with a • 
small wooden spoon or silver fork i 
add die seasoning and mix again; vheu 
add one teaspoonful of vinegar, and 
when well mixed with 
the other in- 
gredients, add the oil, at first drop bv | 
drop. When the mixture has become 
of gooti consistency the oil maybe 
added faster. . When it is too thick to 
beat well, add a Little lemon juice, then 
more oil and so on alternately, until 
the ingredients are used. 


In preparing mayonnaise, there is 
absolutely no danger of curdling if 
the eggs are fresh and the oil. added 
slowly, especially if the materials and 
utens!;s have been thoroughly chilled. 
If the >olks do not thicken when beat- 
en with the seasoning, but spread out 
over the bowl, you have sufficient indi-1 
catioii that they will not thicken upon 
the addition of the oil, and it would 
be better to select others and besin 
again. Take care to* add the teaspoon 
of acid to the yolks and seasoning be 
fore beginning to drop in the oil as 
this lessons the liability of the mix 
ture to curdle.

Cream Salad Dressinfl-Three-fourths 
cup of thick cream, two. tablespoon 
fuls of vinegar or lemon juice, one 
fourth teaspoonful of salt, a dash of
